The new shop owner Gor Mkhtar came, (thinking there might be 7 to 8 neighbors) 
listened to reps speak from the City Attorney’s and Councilmember’s office, LAPD on 
enforcement, and then, community members. After that, Gor spoke saying he did not 
know the shop was within 1000 ft. of schools (both a pre-school and high school) and 
that after hearing from our community he would NOT open his shop here. Grateful 
applause . . . Gor had said if our community did not support his business being here, he 
would not open - and he kept his word. 

Big thank you’s to District Director for Councilmember Jose Fluizar’s office Zenay Loera 
and staff for their knowledge and leadership, the councilmember's Director of 
Communications Rick Coca, CM Fluizar for supporting the community in being against a 
dispensary here, LAPD Flollenbeck Captain Baeza, and our Sr. Lead Officer John 
Pedroza (who was the person to confirm a dispensary shop going into the Plaza less 
than a week ago). 

Thank you, also, to the L.A. City Attorney's office for coming and explaining some 
background and answering questions. All of which led to support for our community to be 
able to stand up for what we wanted in our community - and what we didn’t. 

Flermon vs. a liquor license for a 
business in the middle of our residences: Flermon. Hermon vs. a medical marijuana 
dispensary: Hermon . . . because we stand up to keep our community the safe and 
lovely connection of neighbors, schools, church, and businesses that we call home.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 

Smoke Alarm and Carbon Monoxide Safety Campaign

On Tuesday, the City Council approved a motion to assist the Los Angeles Fire 
Department to educate Angelinos on the importance of having smoke alarms in homes. 

In the first 29 days of this year, there have been seven deaths in the City of Los Angeles 
due to non-working smoke alarms or no smoke alarms present where the deaths 
occurred. According to the National Fire Protection Association, almost two-thirds of 
home fire deaths resulted from fires in properties without working smoke alarms. A 
working smoke alarm significantly increases your chances of surviving a deadly home 
fire. 
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A properly installed and maintained smoke alarm is the only thing in one's home that can 
alert them and their family of a fire 24 hours a day, seven days a week. Whether one’s 
awake or asleep, a working smoke alarm is constantly on alert, scanning the air for fire 
and smoke. 

In coordination with the Los Angeles Fire Department&#39;s education campaign to 
inform and educate the public on the use of smoke alarms and carbon-monoxide 
monitors, the City Council will work with the Fire Department, other City Departments, 
and appropriate outside entities to enhance and support the Department&#39;s 
campaign.

On Wednesday Councilmember Cedillo attended the Public Works and Gang Reduction 
Committee to hear from the Gang Reduction & Youth Development (GRYD) department, 
gang prevention and intervention organizations and people whose lives have been 
affected by gang violence. The current GRYD contacts are set to expire on June 30th, 
2014. The committee heard a motion relative to the advantages and disadvantages of 
employing a Request for Qualifications (RFQ) process to procure gang intervention and 
prevention services, and barriers and possible modifications to the current Request for 
Proposal (RFP) process. The discussion will return to committee for additional vetting. 

LAFD Grand Jury Final Report

A few months ago Councilmember Cedillo wrote a motion asking the City to respond to a 
June 28, 2013 Los Angeles County Civil Grand Jury report that recommended: (a) the 
LAFD’s funding be reinstated to 2008 levels, (b) the firefighters at the Dispatch Center 
be replaced with civilians, and (c) the Department&#39;s computer systems be 
overhauled. 

On Wednesday the City Council heard the report from the Los Angeles Fire Department 
in accordance to the Councilmember’s motion. The Council approved the Grand Jury 
report recommendations and approved another motion asking the Fire Department to 
submit to the Council a five year plan for restoration of fire and medical services for 
consideration during the upcoming Council deliberations regarding the budget for Fiscal 
Year 2014-2015.

Cedillo Launches Keep It Clean 50/50 Big Belly Program

Over 15 representatives of several Business Improvement Districts and Neighborhood 
Councils met on Wednesday with CD1, Bureau of Sanitation and Big Belly Solar to 
launch Councilmember Cedillo’s Big Belly 50/50 Program. Big Belly trash receptacles 
dramatically increase trash capacity. Each Big Belly sends a signal when it is full, which 
reduces overflow and collection frequency; making trash collection much more efficient. 

This innovative program allows an organization to spit the cost of a Big Belly with CD1. A 
marketing wrap with the organization’s name and logo will be placed on the Big Belly 
along with the CD1 branding wrap. Servicing (emptying trash) of the unit will be done by 
the Bureau of Sanitation at no cost to the community partner. 

The cost of 1 single unit big belly is $2,995 + freight/tax and the wrap for this unit is $436 
(4 panels). The 50% cost to the partnering organization is $1,715.5 + freight/tax. 

The cost of 1 double unit big belly (one unit for trash and one unit for recyclables) is 
$4,240 + freight/tax and the wrap for the double unit is $689 (6 panels). The 50% cost to 
the partnering organization is $2,464.5 + freight/tax.

City Approves Goodwill Retail Store in Lincoln Heights

This week, the City’s Zoning Administrator approved the conversion of the former 
Michael’s Furniture store at Broadway and Avenue 22 into a Goodwill retail store. 
Goodwill Industries of Southern California, founded in 1916 and whose headquarters 
were established on San Fernando Road in Lincoln Heights in 1938, will invest over 
$500 million to restore the building and create a modern retail store with a donation 
center in 16,000 square-feet of ground-floor space. Originally built in 1939, the building 
has stood vacant for three years. New construction will include repairing and repainting 
the exterior plaster, restoring the store front, exposing and refinishing hardwood floors, 
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and reinstalling original molding and trim work and classic Art Deco lighting fixtures 
(found in the attic). The building will be updated to current disabled access requirements. 
Not only will the project create an estimated 20 jobs, but CD1 believes it will act as an 
economic catalyst to further stimulate business activity along the Broadway corridor in 
Lincoln Heights. 

Frank Wada of the Lincoln Heights Neighborhood Council attended the public hearing 
and spoke in support of the Goodwill store coming into Lincoln Heights

Fort Moore Pioneer Memorial Restoration Project Gets Big Boost!

Thank you Supervisor Molina and staff for moving forward with the restoration of the 
historic Fort Moore Pioneer Memorial Monument and connecting our historic cultural 
neighborhoods of Ei Pueblo and Chinatown to the Downtown LA Civic and Cultural 
Center. 

This week, as a result of Supervisor Molina’s leadership, the Board of Supervisors 
approved $4.1 million to pay for its restoration - including the likely reactivation of a 
water feature. 

The Fort Moore Pioneer Memorial was dedicated on July 3rd, 1957, to commemorate 
the site of a Mexican-American War adobe fort. Located on Hill Street in Council District 
1 and Supervisorial District 1, just north of the 101 Freeway, the memorial features the 
nation’s largest bas-relief military monument. It also featured an 80-foot-wide waterfall, 
until the tap was shut off in a 1977 drought. 

Yes, there was a time when the sound of the waterfall could be heard from blocks away 
and the splashing water could be felt as you walked along the adjacent sidewalk. 

While the monument is the property of Los Angeles County, the City of Los Angeles has 
also earmarked funding for the restoration of this often forgotten and missed historic 
resource. Through the City's Bureau of Engineering Prop K team and CD1 staff, we will 
work alongside with the County and the Supervisor’s Office on the design and 
implementation of this historic restoration project that will also include lighting and 
amenities to make the immediate area safe for visitors, civic center workers, residents, 
and students to access and enjoy this unique testament to our history. A minimum of 
$500,000 of authorized Proposition K Ballot Measure funding with the potential for 
additional funds will be allocated to this cooperative Los Angeles City & County Fort 
Moore Pioneer Memorial Restoration project. 


NEWS UPDATE 

Los Angeles Water Conservation

The City of Los Angeles is currently in Phase 2 of its Water Conservation Ordinance. 
Phase 2 incorporates mandatory prohibited uses of water and restrictions on outdoor 
watering. Prohibited uses of water are intended to eliminate waste, increase awareness 
of the need to conserve water, and are in effect at all times. 
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Prohibited uses include: 

•Water leaks unattended. 

•Outdoor irrigation between the hours of 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

•Outdoor irrigation that results in excess water flow leaving the property. 

•Outdoor irrigation during rain events. 

•Car washing with a hose, unless an automatic shut-off device is attached. 

•Water served to customers in eating establishments, unless requested. 

•Outdoor irrigation with non-conserving nozzle sprinkler systems for more than one 8 
minute cycle per watering day. 

•Outdoor irrigation with conserving nozzle sprinkler systems for more than two 15-minute 
cycles per watering day. 

•Large landscape irrigation systems without automatic shutoff rain sensors. 

•Washing paved surfaces (sidewalks, walkways, driveways, or parking areas) unless 
using an LADWP-approved water conserving spray cleaning device. 

•Water for decorative fountains, ponds, or lakes unless the water is part of a recirculating 
system. 

•Installation of single-pass cooling systems in buildings requesting new water service. 
•Installation of non-recirculating systems in new commercial laundry facilities. 

•Installation of non-recirculating systems in new conveyor car washes. 

•Daily towel and linen service, unless requested by hotel and motel guests. 

In addition to the prohibitions listed above, Phase 2 bans landscape irrigation on days 
other than Monday, Wednesday, or Friday for odd-numbered street addresses and 
Tuesday, Thursday, or Sunday for even-numbers street addresses. 

With Phase 2 in place, the City is already ahead of where most other cities in the 
southland are in responding to dry-year conditions. LADWP customers have reduced 
water use by over 17-percent since the prior dry period of 2007.

LADWP Urges Customers to Conserve Energy

With cold weather across the United States placing a heavy strain on natural gas 
supplies, the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power (LADWP) is asking 
customers to conserve energy where possible. 

While LADWP has adequate power supply to cover its customers’ needs, LADWP 
encourages customers to support the call for conservation in light of the heavy demand 
for energy in areas affected by the cold front. LADWP is being asked to reduce the 
amount of power fueled by natural gas during this period, and customer conservation will 
provide a cushion for the power supply. 

Following are several easy tips for saving power: 

•Use extra blankets and sweaters to stay warm and lower your furnace thermostat by 
three to five degrees (health permitting). This can save up to 30 percent on heating and 
electric costs. 

•Limit use of non-essential gas appliances, fireplaces and spas. 

•Reduce your water heating usage: use less hot water, turn down the water heater 
thermostat or insulate your water heater.

•Set your thermostat to 68 degrees during winter if your health permits. 

•Insulate your home by sealing up cracks and plugging leaks to prevent heat from 
escaping through windows and doors. Take advantage of LADWP rebates for energy 
efficient windows. 

•Use a power strip for electronics and turn it off when not in use. 

•Limit the use of appliances during peak hours of the day - shift use of washing 
machines, dishwashers, vacuum cleaners and other heavy appliances during evening 
hours. 

•Turn off lights and equipment when they are not in use.
